DE LONG’S SAD STORY. 

The navy department has received from 
Engineer Melville a detailed account of the 
finding of the remains of Lieutenant DeLong, 
of the ill-fated Jeannette, and his companions. 
De Long, Dr. Ambler, and Ah Sam the cook, 
were found together partially buried in the 
snow, with the rest of the crew near at hand. 
De Long’s logbook gives a pitiful record of 
the sufferings of the party from cold and hun¬ 
ger. 

The notes were begun on Saturday, Octo¬ 
ber 1, 1881, and the first entry is : ‘111th day 
and a new month.

Don Cameron is boss of Pennsylvania no 
longer. When the Independent Republicans 
of that State recently nominated State officers 
in opposition to his “regular” ticket,he swore 
roundly that there should be no compromise 
with them. But he had to choose between 
compromise and certain defeat, and on Wed¬ 
nesday the State committee met at Philadel¬ 
phia, and at Cameron’s dictation made fouf 
propositions to the Independents, one of them 
being for a new convention to nominate can¬ 
didates, to be called in accordance with the 
rules adopted by the Independents. This is a 
complete and humiliating surrender for Cam¬ 
eron, but the Independents decline to consid¬ 
er any of the propositions, unless coupled 
with the condition that the candidates of each 
faction withdraw and decline to accept a re¬ 
nomination. _ 

Congress is not making a very good rec¬ 
ord for itself. It has been making appropria¬ 
tions for useless purposes with such a reck-1 
less hand that there will hardly be any sur¬ 
plus left in the treasury next year; and still 
the national board of health has to close most 
of its health stations in the country, for lack 
of appropriations to keep them running, so 
that immigrants will have a fine opportunity 
for spreading through the country small-pox, 
yellow fever and other contagious diseases 
which they may bring with them from abroad. 
Some of the navy yards will have to close,too, 
if appropriations are not speedily forthcoming. 
Congress seems very complacent, however, 
regardless of the fact that dog days are close 
at hand, .and election not far away. The 
members think,perhaps, that an acquaintance 
with Washington air in midsummer will be a 
good preparation for the heated political cam¬ 
paign coming. 


Affairs at the State l’rison have assumed | 
a more peaceful aspect, and last week’s re- 
hellion has come to an end, for the present at j 
least. On Sunday evening the convicts were 
summoned to the chapel,where Warden Earle 
addressed them, telling them their ‘‘yard 
privilege” of two hours liberty on holidays 
was at an end, but that their other priveliges 
would be continued if they obeyed the prison 
regulations. On Tuesday, after a week’s 
rest, the convicts were sent to the shops—all 
but about twenty who were undergoing spe¬ 
cial punishment—and they seemed glad 
enough to get back to work aud regular diet 
once more. 

The.first wife of Brigham Young died at 
Salt Lake last week. She became a convert 
to Mormonism at Avon, N. Y., in 1831, and 
went to the Mormon colony, then in Ohio, 
where she married Young. It is said that, 
having accepted the doctrine of polygamy, 
she made no opposition when her husband 
began to practise it extensively, though she 
invariably fell ill from excitement and grief at 
every new marriage. She lived separate from 
the other wives, and kept her five children as 
much as possible from the rest. 

Some idea of the rapid growth of the coffee 
trade of the world may be obtained from the 
fact that the total production, which was G75.- 
000,000 pounds in 1859, has now risen to 
1,300,000,000 pounds or nearly doubled. In 
Europe alone the consumption of coffee is 
said to have increased 240,000,0000 pounds in 
the single year of 1879. As for the producing 
countries Brazil now holds the first place, 
with a total of 500,000,000 pounds against 
330,000,000 in 1870. 


Dr. Loring, commissioner of agriculture, 
has decided to adopt the recommendations of 
the board of experts which has investigated 
the arid region this side of the ltocky Moun¬ 
tains, and will sink two experimental artesian 
wells near the head waters of the Republican 
River, in northeastern Colorado,for irrigation 
purposes. __ 

Probably the wealthiest sexton iu the world 
is the one who, every Sunday, ushers to their 
seats the congregation of St. James’s Chapel, 
Elberon, N. J. He lives near by in a $70,000 
cottage, has a bank account of several mil¬ 
lions, and is known to the world as G. W. 
Childs, proprietor of the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger. _ _ 


An amusing blunder was made recently by 
a London paper,which solemnly told its read¬ 
er sabout a “National Drunkards’Conference” 
in Indiana, which was “attended by 20,000 
drunkards from all parts of the United 
States.” The Dunkards, a religions sect, are 
the people who held the conference. 

A shocking accident occurred at Texarkana, 
Ark., on Wednesday evening. During a 
storm a brick building was struck by light¬ 
ning, and fell in a mass on a saloon, crushing 
it and burying from 35 to 75 persons in the 
ruins, which immediately took fire and burn¬ 
ed until after midnight.

A line of wire fence two hundred miles 
long is being constructed from the Indian 
Territory west across the Texas Panhandle, 
and thirty-five miles into New Mexico. Its 
course will be in the line of the Canadian 
River, and its purpose is to stop the drift of 
the Northern cattle. 

Jay Gould’s new conservatory at Irvington, 
N. Y., is 400 feet long, with several wings of 
80 feet each, and contains over 4000 varieties 
of plants, most of which were brought from 
Europe this year. The grounds are 500 acres 
in extent and there are large flower and veg¬ 
etable gardens.

England has tired of parleying with Ara- 
bi Pasha, the Egyptian minister of war, and 
now practically the ruler of that country, and 
as lie persisted in strengthening the fortifica¬ 
tions at Alexandria, mounting guns, and pre¬ 
paring for war generally, the English fleet, 
under Admiral Seymour, opened fire on the 
forts Tuesday morning. The bombardment 
was very effective, and several forts were si¬ 
lenced. The Egyptians hung out a flag of 
truce Wednesday morning, but refused to ac¬ 
cept Admiral Seymour’s terms, their object 
being to gain time, and the bombardment was 
continued. It was found on Thursday that 
the Egyptians had abandoned the city Wed¬ 
nesday night, under the flag of truce, and re¬ 
treated inland.

T ruant laws adopted at a 

TOWN MEETING HELD IN WALES, 
HAMPDEN COUNTY, MASSACHUSETTS, 
JUNE 3d, 1882. 

Article 1st.—Any child residing in the town of 
Vales, between the age of seven and fifteen years, 
who shall be guilty of being an habitual truant, or 
of wandering about in the streets or public places 
of the town, having no lawful occupation, or busi¬ 
ness, not attending school, and growing up in ig¬ 
norance, shall upon conviction thereof, be punish¬ 
ed by fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or instead 
thereof may be committed to the Hampden County 
Truant School at Springfield, Mass., for such time, 
not exceeding two vears, as the justice or court 
having jurisdiction thereof may determine. 

Art. 2.—The Hampden County Truant School 
at Springfield, Massachusetts, Is hereby assigned 
as an institution for instruction, house of reforma¬ 
tory, and suitable place for confinement, disci¬ 
pline, and instruction of said children. 

Art. 3.—It shall be the duty of every truant offi¬ 
cer before making any complaint for offenses un¬ 
der these by-laws, to notify the offending child 
and his parents or guardian of the offense com¬ 
mitted and of the penalty therefor, and if the 
truant officer can obtain satisfactory pledges for 
the restraint and reformation of the child, he may 
in his discretion forbear to prosecute so long as 
such pledges are faithfully observed and kept. 

Art. 4.—These by-laws shall take effect on their 
approval as required by law. 

Voted, To adopt the above as the Truant Laws 
of the Town of Wales, and when approved by the 
proper tribunal all former Truant Laws of this 
Town are hereby repealed and become null and 
void.

Forestall the Grubs. —A handful of salt 
scattered around the body of the peach tree, 
twice or three times a year, especially in May 
and August or even September, at the North, 
will do much to keep out grubs, and if the 
wash water made on wash days were thrown 
around fruit trees it would help their growth 
and keep out the grubs. A splendid way to 
utilize the wash water is to throw it on to the 
coal allies, and at the close of each season 
put a shovelful or two around each tree. You 
that have young peach trees see to it now that 
all grubs are cleaned out with a sharp instru¬ 
ment, then whitewashed with a wash made 
of strong wash water and lime, and plenty of 
the wash water and coal ashes thrown around 
the tree, and twice through the season a hand¬ 
ful of salt scattered around the tree.— Fruit 
Recorder.

It is evident that Marshal Rice of Spring- 
field is not appreciated by the defiant law¬ 
breakers of that city. Otherwise they would 
not rejoice so immoderately at his apparent 
misfortunes. Has he not been in all points 
tempted as they arc? and for this reason is 
he not all the more likely to be touched with 
the feeling of their infirmities? 

Was it not rather ungenerous in Gov. Long 
to reconsider his determination not to accept 
a renomination, without such notice to the 
various proprietors of little “booms” as would 
enable them to dispose of their property with¬ 
out embarrassment? There is the Springfield 
Republican's Crapo boom, so fondly nursed 
and tenderly cared for, and now its young life 
so suddenly blasted. The ordinary sources of 
consolation seem altogether inadequate. 
Such grief can only be assuaged by tears. 

A Favoring blast upon the bugle horn of 
Theodore C. Bates to the extent of a two- 
colum letter to the Boston Sunday Herald is 
this week’s contribution to the Bishop boom. 
Bishop and Bates are both experienced legis¬ 
lators—were both members of the retrench¬ 
ment committee of ’79, and are both ardent 
advocates of civil service reform. The qual¬ 
ifications of these gentlemen for any office 
would thus seem to be perfect. It is now in 
order for Bishop to give Bates a send-off for 
attorney-general. 

A Western Massachusetts senator, who 
had closed his first term of service with that 
long and weary night of unrequitted vigilance 
at the post of duty, on retiring to the peace¬ 
ful slumbers of a private citizen the follow¬ 
ing night gave his family imperative orders 
not to call him until the coming fall, and not 
then even unless he was re-elected. When 
our genial Lieutenant Governor “skipped 
out ” on the eve of an election so deeply af¬ 
fecting his personal interests, did he leave any 
such instructions with his friends? 

The numerous strikes which have occurred 
in various parts of the country during the 
past two months do not turn out to be nearly 
so disastrous as there was at one time reason 
to anticipate. In many instances a compro¬ 
mise has been effected to the mutual satisfac¬ 
tion of all parties, and in others the strikers 
have been compelled to return to work with¬ 
out securing any advantage whatever. In 
prosperous times like the present, difficulties 
of this kind are sure to adjust themselves 
without any occasion for a resort to violence. 

Tiie Republican State committee met at 
Boston Saturday last and fixed upon Wednes¬ 
day, Sept. 20th, as the date of the coming 
State Convention. Geo. F. Hoar of Worces¬ 
ter was chosen to preside, in recognition of a 
long prevailing custom of giving the retiring 
senator the advantage of 60 favorable an op¬ 
portunity to define his position and conciliate 
a friendly regard. The chairmanship of the 
committee on resolutions fell to Congressman 
Robinson of Chicopee—a most excellent se¬ 
lection in every respect, provided he can re¬ 
strain his natural waywardness on the subject 
of woman suffrage. 

The Land of tlie Plmrnolis. 

Before the opening of hostilities the Egyp¬ 
tian war cloud was altogether too small to 
occasion serious alarm. England’s grievance 
was seemingly too trivial to afford any justifi¬ 
cation for a resort to arms. She demanded 
redress, and when the demand was refused 
the bombardment of Alexandria offered the 
only means of bringing the defiant rulers to 
terms. The city made but a feeble defense 
and the walls of her fortifications were soon 
battered to the ground. Then came the flag 
of truce, the cessation of hostilities and the 
well-planned escape of the very man whom 
alone England was fighting to subdue. For 
days then the city was given up to lawlessness 
and crime. Violence, piliage and plunder 
were supplemented by the torch, and for a 
time the fated city seemed upon the verge of 
absolute destruction. Order was last re¬ 
stored, but the preparations for war were 
prosecuted with greater vigor than ever be¬ 
fore. Arabi, supported by a considerable 
army of faithful followers, has now- entrench¬ 
ed himself in a portion of the country pecu¬ 
liarly adapted to defensive warfare, while 
England is marshaling her forces to an ex¬ 
tent which indicates that she has at last come 
to understand the magnitude of the job she 
has undertaken. This in brief is the history 
of the Egyptian war to date. But the end is 
not yet. Arabi has been declared an outlaw, 
and the Khedive has proclaimed his dismissal 
from the Egyptian service. Dissension 
among the Egyptian rulers will bring anarchy 
in its most terrible form among her people. 
The other great powers of Europe are watch¬ 
ing the movements of Great Britain with 
something more than idle curiosity. The 
pri blem may yet be solved in the interests of 
peace, and thus a deluge of blood be happily 
averted. A little limp doubtless deter- 


LA.TEST FROM THE SEAT OF WAR. \

Early Thursday morning Arabi’s forces 
I commenced active operations. They moved 
out of Abukir in large numbers, nearly the 
whole force being put in line, in the direction 
of Ramleli, and as soon as they came within 
range of the British lines opened fire. The 
Egyptian soldiers were well arrayed and did 
excellent service. At first the British stood 
firm and resolutely returned the fire of the 
followers of Arabi, but this was of short dur¬ 
ation. The fire of the Egyptians was too hot 
for the Englishmen, and they broke ranks 
and fled, making the best of their way back 
within the intrenchments of Ramleli under 
the protectian of the guns of the fleet. The 
British left forty killed upon the field, besides 
a great number of wounded. 

Arabi has proclaimed a holy war, denounced 
the Khedive as a traitor to Egypt, that he has 
been purchased with Christian gold, and is 
now engaged in the attempt of turning over 
the land of Egypt to Christian speculators. 
He has ordered that any one caught within 
his lines with a copy of the Khedive’s procla¬ 
mation offering amnesty to Teturning rebels 
shall be declared an outlaw and shot. 

It seems doubtful if Arabi continues upon 
the aggressive; but it is evident, from well 
authenticated reports, that tremendous ener¬ 
gy is being shown within his lines, and that 
he will soon be in a position to at least with¬ 
stand the attacks of as large an army as Eng¬ 
land will dare to send to Egypt. His forces 
are being augmented greatly every day, and 
all the enlistments are for a holy war. The 
soldiers are perfectly loyal to him, and there 
are no dissensions in his ranks. 

Tue abundance of the crops is conclusively 
shown by reliable reports from all sections of 
the West. The acreage of the grain crop has 
been greatly increased over that of previous 
years, while the average yield per acre is re¬ 
garded as almost unprecedented. Wheat, a 
large portion of which is already secured, is 
in excellent condition, and corn is too far ad¬ 
vanced to sustain serious injury between now 
and the approaching harvest. With no Pres¬ 
idential election to agitate the country for 
some time to come, a foreign war to enlarge 
the demand for our products, peace at home 
and business confidence firmly established, 
our people may reasonably anticipate a season 
of prosperity beyond anything which in re¬ 
cent years they have been permitted to enjoy. 

The star route cases are dragging along at 
Washington, and the government lawyers 
have this week redeemed their pledges by the 
introduction of some very damaging testimo¬ 
ny against the defendants. Cook, Ingersoll, 
et. als., are evidently convinced that they 
have business on hand of a very serious na¬ 
ture. At any rate little is heard now-a-days 
of the brag and bluster which marked their 
conduct in the earlier stages of the trials. 
The Republican party is wise and sagacious 
in exposing the frauds of its public servants 
and bringing the guilty to punishment when¬ 
ever convictions-can be possibly secured. It 
is a matter of regret, however, that so many. 
rascals are constantly turning up. 

Prohibition appears to have appropriated 
H. Greeley’s advice to the young man and 
gone west.. It long since abandoned Massa¬ 
chusetts, and in all the other New England 
States where it pretends to have an abiding 
place its actual existence is a matter of grave 
controversy. But it has gone west and no 
mistake. In several of the States it has re¬ 
ceived a hearty welcome, and appears to be 
making friends and gaining grounds every 
day. We have no doubt it will do the people 
good. We look for the day as not far distant 
when it will be duly installed again by the 
legislature of the Old Bay State. 

The prize fighting era seems to have dawn¬ 
ed again. As the leading sensation in the 
exhibition line, Barnum’s Jumbo was expect¬ 
ed to easily stand at the head. The prestige 
of this wonderful attraction has now become 
seriously impaired in view of the recent per¬ 
formances of Bruiser Sullivan and Tug Wil¬ 
son. These noted pugilists maul and pummel 
each other to the intense delight of an immense 
New York audience, and wealth flows in upon 
them in proportion as their fame increases. 
Cannot Barnum be prevailed upon to enforce 
the law upon these dangerous rivals, purely 
as a measure of self-protection? 

Luke Poland of Vermont, ex-Representa- 
tive to Congress, and ex-U. S. Senator, has 
just been re-nominated for the House by the 
Republicans of the second district. Uncle 
Luke has been practically retired from political 
life since 1874, and his return is an event up¬ 
on which the Republican party throughout 
the country may reasonably congratulate it¬ 
self. His brains and brass buttons are sure 
to make themselves felt—even at his ad¬ 
vanced age._ 

Jonathan Allen, the impressible Irish 
lawyer at Holyoke, has again come into noto¬ 
riety by getting himself arrested for violating 
the order of Mayor Crafts, prohibiting the use 
of Hampden Park after 10 o’clock at night. 
Allen was roughly handled by the pugnacious 
policeman who had him in custody, and the 
citizens generally seem to side with him on 
the merits of the controversy. The legal as¬ 
pects are to be considered by the courts. 

It now turns out now that George William 
Curtis has been maliciously libelled. He was 
publicly charged with giving aid and comfort 
to the Republican party through the medium 
of a moderate contribution to its campaign 
fund. This charge was wilfully false. Mr. 
Curtis did nothing of the kind- We rejoice 
that this foul blot upon the good man’s name 
has been so promptly and effectually re? 
moved. ^

One of our grocery clerks was on his way 
home from a delivery trip to a neighboring 
village the other day with his thoughts intent¬ 
ly fixed on something besides his driving, and 
so wheiuthe horse stumbled and fell he rather 
unceremoniously descended, “ all in a heap,” 
so to speak. 

The alterations which the town voted to 
make in the high school house will soon be 
commenced and pushed vigorously to comple¬ 
tion.

Tuesday he was brought 
up for trial, and paid fines and costs to the 
amount of §17.50. 

Sheriff Northrop, with his patent tongs 
grappling a hunk of ice which actually weighs 
so much more than you would imagine to look 
at the little thing, is a welcome visitor to ev¬ 
ery house in the village these intensely hot 
days. Herbert, this is your opportunity to 
make a first-class impression. Now don’t be 
foolish and upset it all by thrusting unwel¬ 
come tax bills under the noses of your gener¬ 
ous patrons. The Christian fortitude of 
sweltering humanity should not be put to any 
such test. 

The committee on public charities of the 
last Legislature, of which Dr. Holbrook of 
this village was a member, feeling that they 
had left undone one thing at least which they 
ought to have done, took occasion last Wed¬ 
nesday to visit the charitable institution on 
Deer Island, in Boston harbor. The com¬ 
mittee dined at Young’s, and exchanged offi¬ 
cial courtesies with Gov. Long at Hull. They 
will make no formal report, but it is under¬ 
stood that everything they saw and did met 
with their unanimous approval. 

The purpose for which the town meeting of 
next Monday is called would seem of itself to 
be rather a trivial matter for a whole town 
like this to be called upon to consider. The 
new addition to the school house in Three 
Rivers has been completed, and of the appro¬ 
priation therefor the building committee find 
themselves with a few hundred dollars re¬ 
maining in their hands. It is now felt that 
the whole-building can be more economically 
and satisfactorily warmed by steam than by 
stoves, as has heretofore been done, and that 
no more favorable time will ever be found to 
introduce the system. The committee had no 
authority to make this change, and the bal¬ 
ance of the appropriation was insufficient for 
that purpose. To ask the town to pass upon 
the question was therefore the only wise 
course to pursue. 

Supt. Tufts has commenced the erection of 
a new hospital at the Primary School, to be 
50 feet long by 22 feet wide, and two stories 
high. It is intended for patients whose dis¬ 
eases require that they should be kept isolated 
from other inmates of the institution who re¬ 
quire hospital treatment. The school and 
farm buildings have all been newly painted 
and look decidedly fresh and clean. White 
is the prevailing color, but the pig pens are 
an exception. Not with any view of depriv¬ 
ing the pigs of their favorite hue, but because 
the appropriation fell a little short. By the 
way, at the meeting of the trustees the pres¬ 
ent month, Superintendent Tufts and Dr. 
Holbrook were both re-elected to their re¬ 
spective positions for another year. The 
superintendent has also been appointed by 
Gov. Long a delegate to the annual meeting 
of the national conference of charities and 
corrections to be held at Madison, Wis., com¬ 
mencing Aug. 5th.

It was spread with creamy butter, and j 
I think any one is to be pitied who would not ] 
like the taste of such gems and such butter, i 
Thorough chewing adds to the pleasure of the 
sense of taste; this taste resides in the tongue 
and in the soft palate and its arches. One 
common way of abusing the sense of taste is 
by eating fast with very little chewing, so that 
the food is not retained in the mouth long 
enough to give the nerves of taste a chance , 
to fairly taste the quality of the food eaten, j 
But for this rapid eating and washing down \ 
with agreeably flavored drinks much that is ] 
usually eaten would be rejected as either bit- ] 
ter or tasteless.— American Agriculturist. ]

A GOOD PRECEDENT. 

In 1841, sixteen days after the inauguration 
of President Harrison, Mr. Webster, as Sec¬ 
retary of State, sent a circular to the heads 
of departments, expressed in the very spirit 
of President Hayes’ executive order on the 
subject of office-holding politicians. It is ex¬ 
cellent reading, and a good precedent for to¬ 
day. These are ringing words for reform : 

The President is of the opinion that it is a 
great abuse to bring the patronage of the gen¬ 
eral government into conflict with the free¬ 
dom of elections, and that this abuse ought to 
be corrected wherever it may have been per¬ 
mitted to exist, and to be prevented for the 
future. 

He therefore directs that information be 
given to all officers and agents in your depart¬ 
ment of the public service that partisan inter¬ 
ference in the popular elections, whether of 
State officers or of officers of the (federal) 
government and for whomsoever and against 
whomsoever it may be exercised, or the pay¬ 
ment of any contribution or assessment on 
salaries or official compensation for party or 
election purposes, will be regarded by him as 
cause for removal. 

It is not intended that any officer shall be 
restrained in the free and proper expression 
and maintenance of his opinions respecting 
public men or public measures, or in the ex¬ 
ercise to the fullest degree of the constitution¬ 
al right of suffrage. But persons employed 
under the government, and paid for their ser¬ 
vices out of the public treasury, are not ex¬ 
pected to take an active or officious part in at¬ 
tempts to influence the minds or votes of oth¬ 
ers, such conduct being deemed inconsistent 
with the spirit of the Constitution and the du¬ 
ty of public agents acting under it, and the 
President is resolved, so far as depends upon 
him, that while the exercise of the elective 
franchise by the people shall be free from un¬ 
due influence of official station and authority, 
opinion shall also be free among the officers 
and agents of the government. 

EATING BEFORE SLEEPING. 

Man can train himself to the habit of sleep¬ 
ing without a preceding meal, but only after 
long years of practice. As he comes into the 
world nature is too strong for him, and he 
must be fed before he will sleep. A child’s 
stomach is small, and when perfectly filled, 
if no sickness disturbs it, sleep follows natu¬ 
rally and inevitably. As digestion goes on, 
the stomach begins to empty. A single fold 
in it will make the little sleeper restless; two 
will waken it; and if it is hushed again to re¬ 
pose the nap is short, and three folds put an 
end to the slumber. Paregoric, or other nar¬ 
cotic, may close its eyes again, but without 
either food or some stupefying drug it will 
not sleep, no matter how healthy it may be. 
Not even an angel who learned the art of min¬ 
strelsy in a celestial choir can sing a babe to 
sleep on an empty stomach. 

We use the oft-quoted illustration, ‘sleeping 
as sweetly as an infant,’ because this slumber 
of a child follows immediately after its stom¬ 
ach is completely filled with wholesome food. 
The sleep which comes to adults long hours 
after partaking of food, and when the stomach 
is nearly or quite empty, is not after the type 
of infantile repose. There is all the differ¬ 
ence in the world between the sleep of re¬ 
freshment and the sleep of exhaustion. 

To sleep well the blood that swells the veins 
in our head during our busy hours must flow 
back, leaving a greatly diminished volume be¬ 
hind the brow that lately throbbed with such 
vehemence. To digest well this blood is 
needed at the stomach and nearer the foun¬ 
tains of life. It is a fact established beyond 
the possibility of contradiction that sleep aids 
digestion, and that the process of digestion is 
conducive to sleep. It needs no argument to 
convince us of this mutual relation. The 
drowsiness which always follows the well-or¬ 
dered meal is itself a testimony of nature to 
this inter-dependence .—Journal of Commerce.

Political assessments he 
pronounces vicious and unjust. The Gov¬ 
ernor is sound in his civil service ideas, as he 
is on other matters, and Republicans of every 
degree can but feel pleased and satisfied with 
his view s. 

Two guests of a Long Branch hotel came 
down with typhoid fever last week, and when 
the physicians refused to assent to the pro¬ 
prietor’s demand for the removal of the inva¬ 
lids, he threatened to close the hotel at once, 
lock them up in it, and prosecute anybody 
who entered the building. He finally relent¬ 
ed, upon the payment of §5000 by the friends 
of the patients, and agreed to keep the hotel 
open, though he thinks that sum will not 
make good his loss of custom. It was unfor¬ 
tunate, of course, that the sickness should oc¬ 
cur, but when a man opens a public house 
that is one of the risks he must assume, aud 
we venture to say that the example of these 
people in meeting the selfish and exorbitant 
demand of the landlord will not be widely im¬ 
itated, should similar cases occur.

Senator Hoar has felt called upon to 
publish a five-column address to the people 
of Massachusetts, explaining and defending 
his vote in favor of the river and harbor bill. 
His argument is, in substance, that this is a 
big and growing country, with an immense 
domestic commerce; that the development of 
internal water-ways is important and neces¬ 
sary as a check upon railroad rates; and that 
by assisting liberally in the growth of local 
interests the government shows a paternal 
regard for its people which will allay and re¬ 
move all sectional feeling. He is shocked at

with the bill, and indignantly repudiates the 
charge. He has examined the bill carefully, 
finds nothing to condemn in it, and, in short, 
heartily approves of the whole measure. So 
far as we can judge from his letter, he would 
again approve of any similar measure, even if 
the sums appropriated were much larger. 
Such an attitude is certainly not in harmony 
with the public sentiment of this State, and it 
vr ill not help his t e-election, though it prob¬ 
ably will not hinder it. Nobody has ques¬ 
tioned ti;e sincerity or honestyj of Senator 
Hoar’s motives, but it is felt that he has 
erred in judgment, and his letter will hardly 
terve to remove this feeling.

This makes a fine oppor¬ 
tunity for any one to visit and see the sights 
at Montreal and vicinity, as well as attend 
the sessions of the Institute, at one-half the 
usual cost of a trip to the Canadian metrop¬ 
olis.

•at all points between New London and hire, 
leaving this place at 9.20 a. m., and making 


no stops north of here. Parties from Palmer 
who desire to get to the Lake ahead of the 
excursion should take the boat train at 8.10; 
and as round trip tickets are sold at the low- 
price of 75 cents, it will doubtless draw a 
large number from this place. Returning, 
the special train leaves the Lake at 10 p. m., 
thus giving the excursionists an opportunity 
to witness the grand illumination which takes 
place in the evening. The train will stop at 
ail stations. This is the first, and probably 
the only, cheap excursion over this road to 
the Lake this summer. Those who would 
prefer a trip to Mount Toby, can stop off 
there and enjoy the mountain air and scenery, 
the fare being the sanies to both points. 

THE NEW WIRE MILL. 

The mill of the Palmer Wire Co. has so far 
approached completion that the engine will 
be started up and work begun next Monday, 
about forty men being employed, to begin 
with, in manufacturing wire for fence pur¬ 
poses. The mill is delightfully situated about 
oue mile west of the village, and near the 
tracks of the New’ London Northern and the 
Ware River railroads. The main building is 
125 by GO leet, two stories high, with a deck 
roof. At one end is the office, 20 by 50 feet, 
roomy and comfortable. Adjoining this is 
the drawing room, 85 by GO feet, and at the 
other end is the room for packing and ship¬ 
ping, 20 by GO, with a platform outside from 
which goods may be loaded directly into the 
cars upon a spur track. Between the draw- 
ing and shipping rooms are the elevator and 
stairway, communicating with the second 
floor, which is finished off in one large room, 
the lull size of the building, to be used also 
as a drawing room. 

In the rear of this building are the boiler and 
engine rooms, located on opposite sides of the 
passage leading to the annealing building. 
The boiler is from the manufactory of C. 
Stewart & Sons of Worcester, and is rated at 
150-horse power. The engine is a Fitchburg 
of 100-horse power, capable of running up to 
125. The annealing building is of brick, 
112 by 80, one story, with a deck roof, and 
contains vats, furnaces, and all the necessary 
appliances for annealing the wire. Back ot 
this is the galvanizing building, 110 by 35 
feet, and the coal house, 52 by 31. All the 
buildings are connected by covered passage¬ 
ways, and tracks are to be laid to the differ¬ 
ent rooms, over which cars will be run for 
convenience in handling the wire. A spur 
track connects with the New London North¬ 
ern Railroad, and connection can also be 
made with the Ware River road should it be 
desirable. A pump tiouse between the mill 
and the river supplies the building with water 
from the river. Everything about the build¬ 
ings and the machinery is substantial and 
convenient. 

The present capacity of the mill is about 
10 tons per day, which can be increased to 
30 or 40. The company already have orders 
for several hundred tons of wire, and will run 
night and day as soon as they get fairly at 
work. They give employment only to first- 
class workmen, who will make a desirable 
class of citizens, and the mill promises to be 
a valuable acquisition to the business inter¬ 
ests of the village and town in every way. 
The company have an office in the village, in 
Wales Hall block, and also one in New York, 
at 18 Cliff street, with II. C. Burrows, for 
several years witli the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing Co. of Worcester, as agent.

The recent dry spell has demonstrated the 
fact that if a good reservoir with pipe con¬ 
nected to the Main street should be built by 
some company or individuals, it would not 
only be a paying investment, but be a great 
accommodation to many of our citizens, and 
in case of fire it might supersede the main 
fire department, which now consists of only a 
few cakes of ice and one or two second hand 
syringes.

Perry Cheever has in his possession a book 
giving the history of his ancestors. Ezekiel 
Cheever, the first, came from England to 
Boston in the year 1G37. He was the first 
Latin and Greek scholar in the country. lie 
taught school, most of the time in Boston, for 
70 years, and died at the age of 94. It is 
supposed that most of the old educated men 
of Boston received their education either di¬ 
rectly or indirectly from him. The book con¬ 
tains a fac-similo of his hand-writing, and 
specimen pages of the printing of some of his 
works published at that day. 

The National Associated Press has recently 
been reorganized, and has leased a special 
wire from New York to New England. On 
Monday the Boston Globe begun to receive its 
general news on a wire which runs directly 
into its editorial rooms from New York, the 
first instance in American journalism where a 
daily newspaper has been able to secure its 
general news on a special wire into its edito¬ 
rial rooms. 

Ex-Gov. Sprague tore down the bridge 
leading to his estate at Canonchet, R. I., and 
patrolled the avenue to the house with a 
loaded rifle, but in spite of his belligerent at¬ 
titude an auctioneer knocked off the estate, 
Tuesday, for §G2,250, standing on the wreck 
of the bridge. It was bought by Frank D. 
Moulton of New York. 

Even the Indians are becoming prohibition¬ 
ists out West. Some of the red men at the 
Pine Ridge agency, Dakota, have asked the 
agent to post notices offering §50 reward for 
evidence by which any person is convicted of 
furnishing liquor to Indians under the law, 
and the savages will themselves pay the 
money. 

It appears that lumber which has been im¬ 
ported from Canada into the United States as 
one inch boards, are really an inch and a 
quarter thick, and the government having dis¬ 
covered this fact, has issued an order which 
has for the present caused a practical suspen¬ 
sion of the lumber business. 

Sixty-seven oil mills in the South have 
caused an advance in cotton seed from §G to 
§15. Of the 3,000,000 tons of cotton seed in 
the last year’s crop, only one-sixteenth was 
used, leaving seed enough as waste to make 
87,000,000 gallons, worth, manufactured into 
oil, §03,000,000. 

The Grand Trunk Railroad has absorbed 
the Great Western road, and now practically 
controls the railroad business of Canada. The 
Grand Trunk system now covers 3330 miles 
—an immense stretch of line to be controlled 
and operated by one eoperation.

North woods their attractiveness and fame. 


There is now a gap of a little more than 
GOO miles between the approaching ends of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, which is being 
closed up at the rate of nearly four miles a 
day. A daily line of four-horse stages is now 
running between the two ends ot the line, and 
by the 1st of October the schedule passenger 
time between Chicago and Portland will be 
reduced to eight days, which is less than the 
present time between the two cities by way 
of San Francisco. A force of 8000 men is 
employed in pushing forward the road, and 
the whole line is expected to be completed and 
in running order early in 1883.

Grindstones. — Grindstones should be 
cared for. The following are directions . 

1. Don’t allow the stone to stand in water ' 
when not in use, as this will cause a soft 
place, and consequent uneven wear. 2. Wet 1 
tiie stone by dropping water on it from a pot 
suspended above the stone, and stop ofi the 
water when not in use. 3- Do not allow the 
stone to get out of round, but true up with a 
piece of gas-pipe or a ‘hacker.’ 4. do not 
leave the stone out of doors in the wind and 
weather, as this hardens it and makes it 
less effective. 5- Clean off all greasy tools 
before grinding, as grease or oil destroys the 
grit. fi. When you get a stone that suits 
your purposes, keep a sample of the grit to 
send to the dealer to select by, as in this way 
you can always secure one that suits.
